the White House and his summer residence 
■t the Soldier's Home, several miles from 
Washington, at a time, too, as since ascer- 
tained in the details of this long-organized 
plot discovered sincehis death, when it was 
intended to gag and handcuff him and to 
carry him to the rebel capital as a hostage 
for their recognition; sometime* escaping 
from their escort by anticipating their usu- 
al hour of attendance; wnlking about the 
grounds unattended; he could not be per- 
suaded that he ran any risk whatever. Be- 
ing at City Point after the evacuation of 
Richmond, he determined to go thither, not 
from idle curiosity, but to see if he could 
not do something to stop the effusion ot 
blood and hasten the peace for which he 
longed. The ever-watchful Secretary of 
War, implored him by telegraph not to go, 
and warned him that some lurking assas- 
sin might take his life. Rut, armed with 
his good intentions — alas, how feeble a 
shield they proved a+rainst the death blow 
• afterwards — he went, walked fearlessly and 
carelessly through the streets — met and 
conferred with a rebel leader who had re- 
mained there; and when he returned to 
i City Point telegraphed to his faithful friend 
constitutional adviser, who till then 



The address delivered by Hon. Schuyler 
Colfax, at Bryan Hall, Chicago, on Sunday 
afternoon, the 30th ult., on the character 
-md virtues of the lamented Abraham Lin- 
coln, was a most eloquent production. All 
it were deeply moved. It came 
of one of Mr. Lincoln's 
i and greatest admirers— from 
learned, from long acquaint- 
to appreciate the man, and who loved 
him for himself alone. We make a few 
extracts from the address:

of the world has iallen by the murderous 1 
attack of an assassin: and for the first time 
in our history there is blood on the Presi- 
dential chair of the Republic Death is 
kaM 'st always saddening- The passing 
away of aotne d ar friend from our earthly 
sight forever fills the heart with sorrow. 
When it strikes down one who fills honora- 
bly a position of influence and power, as in 
the case of our two Presidents who died of 
disease in the White House, the sincerest 
grief is felt throughout the land. But 
when this affliction is aggravated by death 
coming through the hand of a murderer, it 
is not strange that the wave of woe sweeps 
gloomily over a nation, which sits d- wn to 
mourn in sackcloth, and feels in every in- 
dividual heart as if there was one dead at 
their own hearthstones. It seems, too, as 
if this wicked deed was intensified, in all 
its horror, bv every attendant circum- 
stance. The "latal shot was tired on the 
day when the nation's flag was again 
in triumph over that fort in 
Charleston harbor * which, in four years' 
time, had b;eu the cradle and the grave of 
the rebellion. It was at an hour when the 
death of the President could not be of tne 
slightest avail to the treasonable conspira- 
cy Hgan.-t the Republi'-. which its military 
leaders ackuowleded at iast was j>owerle»s 
and overthrown. Audit was aimed, also, 
with too sure a hand, at the life of that one 
man in the Government whose heart was 
tenderest toward the Avould-lie assassins ol 
the nation's li e. 

You may seArch history, ancient and 
modern, and when the ta>k is ended all 
will roncedethat Abraham Lincoln was the 
most merciful ruler who ev**r put down a 
powerful rebellion. He had so won the 
hearts of the people, and so entwined him- 
self in their regard and affection, that he 
was the only man living who could have 
stood in the breach between the leadens ol 
♦his iniquity and the wrath of the country 
• hey bad plunged into bloody war. Feel- 



his life — "I received your dispatch last 
night, went to Richmond this morning and 
have just returned. Abraham Lincoln." 
When I told him, on that last night, how 
uneasy all had been at his going, he re- 
plied, pleasantly and with a smile. (I 
quote his exact words:) "Why, if any one 
eNe had been President and gone to Rich- 
mond," I would have been alarmed too; but 
I was not scared about myself a bit.'' If 
any of you have ever been to Washington, 
you w ill remember the footpath lined and 
embowered with trees leading irom the 
back door of the War Department to the 
White House. One night, and but recently 
too, when, in his anxiety for news from the 
army, he had been with the Secretary iu 
the telegraph office of the Department, he 
was about starling home at a late hour by 
this short route. Mr. Stanton stopped him 
and said, "You ought not to go that way; 
K. is dangerous for you even in the day- 
time, but worse at night." Mr. Lincoln 
replied, "I don't believe there's any dan- 
ger there, day cr night." Mr. Stanton re- 
sponded solemnly, "Well, Mr. President, 
you shall not be killed returning that dark 
way irom my Department while I am iu it; 
you must let me take you round by the 
avenue in my carriage." And Mr. Lincoln, 
joking the Secretary on his iru|>eriou8 mili- 
tary orders and his needless alarm on his 
account, as he called it, entered his carriage 
and was driven by the well-lighted avenue 
to the White House. 

And thus he walked through unseen 
dangers without "the dread of death;" Us 
warm heart so lull of good will, even to his 
memies, that he could not imagine there 
was any one base enough to slay him; and 
the death-dealing bullet was sped to its 
mark in a theater, where, but little over an 
hour before, he had been welcomed as he 
entered, l>y a crowded audience rising, and 
with cheers and waving of handkerchiefs, 
honoring him with an ovation of which

to be for the best. Had he been an unfor- 
ing ruler; had his daily practice been to 
si! in Ins Ligh place and there administer 
with unrelenting severity the penalties ol 
offended iaw: had he proclaimed his reso- 
lution to consign all the plotters against Jiis 
e unitry to the gallows they had earned, we 
might have understood v\ by the rebel as- 
sassins conspired against Ins lite.

was torn to pieces by horses, i.or William 
ot < >range— approximate ; in utf 
Masai infamy to this.

an appearance, he was safer there, by far, 
than in his own reception room, where un- 
known visitors so often entered alone.

X 
wonder that rebel generals acknowledged 
that it sent down their cause through all 
ue coming centuries to shameless dishon- 
or. For, cisguise it as some may seek to 
do, behind tie- form of the assassin, as his 
figure pulled the fatal trigger, looms up the 
fiendish spirit of the rebellion, which, bat- 
tled in the work of assassinating the na- 
tion's life, avenged itself on the life of him 
who represented the nation's contest and 
the nation's victory. As surely as the offer 
of twenty-live thousand crowns by Philip 
of Spain" to whomsoever would rid the 
world o! the pious William of Orange, the 
purest and best loved ruler of his times, 
who, by a striking coincidence, was called 
Father'Williaui, as we called our beloved 
President Father Abraham— as surely as 
this public offer, with its false denuncia- 
tions of William's offences, inspirited the 
murderous Balthazar to suoot him through 
the body — so surely are the chiefs of this 
i. igantic" rebellion of our times responsible 
for the fatal bullet that carried death to our 
Chiel Magistrate, and tilled the land with 
unavailing sorrow. 

I can scarcely trust myself to attempt the 
portraiture of our martyred chief, w hose 
death is mourned as never man's was 
mourned before; and who, in all the ages 
that may be left to Ameri -a, while time 
shall last, will lie enshrined in solemn 
memory with the father of the Republic 
wm. a he saved. How much I loved him 
personally I cannot express to you. Hon- 
ored always by his eontideiice; treated ever 
bv him with affectionate regard: sitting 
ottan with him familiarly at his table; his 
last visitor on that terrible night: not iviag 
his last message, full of interest to the toil- 
ing miners of the distant West; walking by 
his side from his parlor to the door, as he 
took his last steps iu that Executive man- 
sion he had honored, receiving the last 
grasp of that generous and loving hand, 
and bis last good-bye; declining his last 
kind invitation to join him in those hours 
of relaxation which incessant care and anx- 
ietv seemed to render so desirable, my 
mind has since been tortured with regrets 
that 1 had not accompanied him. If the 
knife which the assassin had intended for 
Grant bad not been wasted, as it possibly 
would not have been, on ^>ne of so much 
less importance. in our national affairs, per- 
chance a sudden backward look at that 
eventful in taut might have saved that life, 
so incalculably precious to wife and chil- 
dren and country; or, failing in that, might 
have hindered or prevented the escape of 
his murderer. The willingness of any man 
to endanger his life for another's* is so 
much donbted that I scarcely dare to say 
how willingly I would have risked my 
own to preserve his, of su-h priceless value 
to us all. Bat if you can realize that it is 
sweet to die lor one's country, as so many 
scores of thousands, from every State and 
county and hamlet, have proven in the 
vears that are past, you can imagine the 
• insolation the :e would be to any one, even 
in bis expiring hours, to feel that be had 
as Ted the land from the funeral gloom 
wbi'-h, but a few days ago, seUled down 
upon it from ocean to ocean and from Capi- 
tol to cabin, at the loss of one for whom 
even a hecatomb of victims could not 
atone. 

No one could ever convince the President 
that be was in danger of violent death. 
Judging others by himself, be could not 
realize that any one could seek his blood. 
Or be may have believed, as Napoleon 
wrote to Jerome, that no public man could 
affect usllv shield himself from the danger 
of assaaei nation. Easier of access to the 
public si large than had been any of his 
predecessors; admitting his bitterest ene- 
mies to his reception room alone; restive 
under the cavalry escort which Secretary 
should accompany him 
in his daily 



remember that he never answered railing 
with railing. Criticised ever so unjustly, 
he would reply with no word of reproof, 
but patiently and uncomplainingly, if he 
answered at all, strive to prove tuat he 
stood on the rock of right. When, from the 
halls of Congress or elsewhere, his most 
earnest opponents visited the White House 
with business, they would be met as frank- 
ly, listened to as intently, and treated as 
justly as his mo>t earnest friends. It could 
be said of him as Pyrrhus said to Fabricius 
when tha latter, llioughin hostile array, ex- 
posed to his enemy the treachery of his 
physician, who proffered to poison him: "It 
;s easier to turn the sun from its career than 
Fabricius from his honesty." Men of all 
parlies will remember, when the exciting 
contest of last fall ended in his triumphant 
re-election, his first words thereafter from 
the portico of the White House, was that 
he < >uld not and would not exult over 
his c luntrymeu who had differed with his 
uolicv. 

And thus fce ruled, and thus he lived, 
■<nd thus he died. The wretch who stood 
behind him and sent his bullet crushing 
through that brain, which had been devis- 
ing plans of reconciliation with the coun- 
try's deadly fjes. as he leaped upon the 
stage and exulted over the death of him 
ahoss bs denounce 1 as a tyrant, uttered 
as foul a falsehood as the lying witnesses 
who caused the conviction and the cruci- 
fixion of the Son of Man, on the same

ags. I would not compare the human 
with the Divine, except in tha» immeasur- 
able contrast of the finite with the infinite. 
But his whole life proves to me that if he 
could have had a single moment of con- 
sciousness and of speech, his great heart 
would have prompted him to pray for 
those who had plotted for his blood, 
•I -at her, forgive them, for they know not 
what thev do." 

lie bore the nation's perils, and trials, 
and sorrows ever on uis mind. You knew 
him, in a large degree, by the illustrative 
stories, of which his memory and his tongue 
■ bps so p olific, using them to point a mor- 
al, or to soften discontent at his decisions; 
but this was the mere badinage which re- 
lieved him for the moment from the heavy 
weight of public duties and responsibilities 
under which he often wearied. Those whom 
ha admitted to his confidence, and with 
whom he conversed of his feelings, knew 
that his inner life was checked with the 
deepest anxiety and most discomforting 
solicitude. Elated by victories for the cause 
which was ever in his thoughts, reverse to 
our arms cast a pall of dt pression over him. 
One morning, over two years ago, calling 
apasj him on business, I found him looking 
more than usually pale and care-worn, and 
inquired the reason. He replied, with the 
bad news he had received at a late hour the 
previous night, which had not vet been 
communicated to the press, adding that he 
had not closed his eves or breakfasted; and, 
with an expression I shall never forget, he 
exclaimed : "How willingly would 1 ex- 
change places to-day with the soldier who 
sleeps on the ground in the Army of the 
Potomac!" 

He was as free from deceit as from guile. 
He bad one peculiarity which often misled 
those with whom he conversed. When his 
judgment, which, acted slowly, but which 
was almost as immovable as the eternal 
hills when settled, was grasping some sub- 
ject of importance, the arguments against 
his own desires seemed uppermost in bis 
mind, and, conversing upon it, he would 
present these arguments to see if they could 
be rebutted. He thus often surprised both 
friend and foe in his final decisions. 
Always willing to listen to all sides till the 
latest possfWe moment, yet, when he put 
down his foot, he never took a backward 
step. 

No man, in our era, clothed with such 
vast power, has ever used it so mercifully. 
No ruler, holding the keys of life and 
death, ever pardoned so many and so easi- 
ly. When friends said to him they wished 



would say, "I am just as God made me, 
and cannot change.'' It may not be gen- 
erally known tuat bis doorkeepers nau 
standing orders from him that no matter 
how great might be the throng, if either 
Senators or Representatives had to wait, 
or to be turned awav without an audience, 
he must see before the day closed every 
messenger who came to him with a petition, 
for the saving of life. One night in Febru- 
ary I left all other business to ask him to 
respite the son of a constituent, who was 
sentenced to l>e shot, at Davenport, tor de- 
sertion. He heard the story witli his usual 
patience, though he was wearied out with 
incessant calls, and anxious for rest, and 
then replied: "Some of our generals com- 
plain that I impair discipline and subordi- 
nation in the army by my pardons and 
respites, but it makes me rested, after a 
hard day's work, if I can find a good ex- 
cuse for saving a man's life, and I go to bed 
happy as I think how joyous the signing of 
my name will make him and his family 
and bis friends." And with a happy smile 
beaming over that care-furrowed face, he 
signed that name that saved that life. 

But Abraham Lincoln was not only a 
good and a just and a generous and a hu- 
mane man. I could not be just to that 
well-rounded character of his without add- 
ing that he was also a praying man. He 
has often said that his reliance iu the 
gloomiest hours was on his God, to whom 
he appealed in prayer, although he bad 
never become a professor of religion. To 
a clergyman who asked him if be had 
loved his Savior, he replied, and he was 
too truthful for us to doubt the declaration: 

"When I was first inaugurated I did not 
love Him; when God took my son I was 
greatly impressed, but still I did not love 
Him; but when I stood upon the battle- 
field of Gettysburg, I gave my heart to 
Christ, and I can now say I do love the Sa- 
vior." 

The Bible was always in his reception 
room. I have doubted the report that he 
read an hour in it every day, for he often 
came direct from his bed to his reception 
room, so anxious was he to accommodate 
members who had important business, and 
it would sometimes be two or three hours 
liefore he would playfully say to some 
friend whose turn had come, "Won't you 
stay here till I get some breakfast?" But 
ho must have read the Bible considerably, 
for he often quoted it. One day that I hap- 

peuded to come in, he said, "Mr. has 

just been here attacking one of my Cabinet, 
but I stopped him with this text," and he 
read from the Proverbs a text that I had 
uever heard quottd before, as follows: "Ac- 
cuse not a servant to his master." 

But, iu his last hours, all the affectionate 
traits of character which I have so inade- 
quately delineated, shone out in more than 
wonted brilliancy. How his kindly heart 
must have throbbed with joy, as on the 
very day before his death he gladdened so 
many tens of thousands of anxious minds, 
by ordering the abandonment of the im- 
pending but now not needed draft. With 
w hat generous maxima imity he authorized 
our lieutenant general to proffer terms un- 
paralleled in their liberality to the Army 
of Virginia, so long the bulwark of rebel- 
lion. And the very last official act of his 
life was, when learning by telegraph that 
very Friday afternoon, that two of the lead- 
ers and coucoctors of the rebellion were ex- 
pected to arrive, disgused, in a few hours 
at one of our ports to escape to Europe, he 
instru- ted our officers not to arrest them, 
but let Lhasa flat the country. He did not 
wish their blood, but their associates 
thirsted for his, and iu a few short hours 
'Her this message of mercy to save their 
(Hands' from death sped on the wings of 
lightning, with wicked hands they slew 
hi n. No last words of affection to weep- 
ing wife and children did tuey allow him. 
No moment's space lor prayer to God. But 
iu order that consciousness might end with 
the instant, the pistol was held close to the 
skull, that the bullet might be buried iu 
his brain. Thus lived and thus died our 
murdered President. But, as the ruffian 
shot down our pilot at the helm, just as the 
Ship oi State, alter all its stormy seas, was 
sailing prosperously iuto port, another, 
whose life, like that of Seward and Stan- 
ton, had been marked for that very night 
of horrors, but who had been saved, sprang 
to the rudder; and the noble ship holds on 
her course, without a flutter in her canv ass 
or a strain upon her keel. Andrew John- 
son, to whom the public confidence was so 
quickly and worthily transferred, is cast in 
a sterner mould than him whose place he 
fills. He has warred on traitors in his 
mountain home as they have warred on 
him; ami he insists, with this crowning in- 
famy filling up their cup of wickedness, 
that treason should be made odious, and 
that men y to the leaders who engendered 
it is cruelty to the nation. 



directors may sell at public auction, to the 
highest bidder, so many shares of said 
stock as shall nay said installments, (and 
the highest bidder shall be taken to be the 
person who offers to purchase the least 
number of shares for the assessment due,) 
under such general regulations as may be 
adopted in the by-laws of said corporation, 
or may sue for and collect the same in any 
court of competent jurisdiction." 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That 
section seventeen be, and hereby is, so 
amended as to allow said corporation three 
years from the date of the approval of this 
act in which to complete the railways here- 
in described and those described in the act 
to which this is an amendment. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted That 
the twenty-second section be, and hereby 
is, amended by striking out the words "at 
the rate of twenty-five for one dollar," and 
inserting the words "at the rate of sixteen 
for the dollar." 

Sac. 5. And be it further enacted, That 
the provision prohibiting any exclusion 
from any car on account of color, already 
applicable to the Metropolitan railroad, is 
hereby extended to every other railroad in 
the District of Columbia.

rPCBUc-No. 99.] 
An Act providing for the confinement of 

juvenile offenders against the laws of the 

United States in house of refuge. 

Me it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United Mates of A mer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That juvenile 
offenders against the laws of the United 
States, being under the age ot sixteen years, 
and who may hereafter be convicted of 
crimes by any court of the United States, 
the punishment whereof shall be imprison- 
ment, shall be confined during the term of 
sentence in some house of refuge to be de- 
signated by the Secretary of the Interior, 
and shall be transported and delivered to 
the warden or keeper of such house of ref- 
uge bv the marshal of the district where 
such shall have occurred; or if such con- 
viction be had in the District of Columbia, 
then, and in such case, the transportation 
and delivery shall be by the warden of the 
jail ot said District, and the reasonable ac- 
tual expenses of the transportation, neces- 
sary subsistence, and hire, and transporta- 
tion of assist., urn and the marshal or war- 
den, only, shall be paid by the Secretary of 
the Interior, out of the j udiciary fund. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That 
it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the 
Interior to contract with the managers or 
persons having control of such houses of 
refuge for the imprisonment, subsistence, 
and proper employment of all such juven- 
ile offenders, and to give the several courts 
of the United Stajes sud of the District of 
Columbia notice of the places so provided 
for the confinement of said offenders; and 
such offenders shall be sentenced to con- 
finement in the house of refuge nearest the 
place of conviction so designated by the Sec- 
retary of the Interior. 

Approved, March 3, 1865. 

New developments are constantly com- 
ing to astonish the country more and more 
as to the extent of the perbdy of the leaders 
of the rebellion. From the inception of 
their treasonable plot to the present mo- 
ment there seems to have been no crime 
which they have not committed. It now 
appears, from a statement by a correspon- 
dent of the Boston Daily Advertiser, made 
on the authority of Gov. Aiken, that care 
was taken to prevent the people of the 
South from seeing President Lincoln's first 
inaugural. It was garbled and misrepre- 
sented to suit rebel schemes. The opinion 
of Gov. Ukaa and others is, that bad that 
document been generally known, no State, 
with, perhaps, the exception of South Car- 
olina, would have seceded. 
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Important to Soldiers and their 
Families. 
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The hospital statistics of the rebels, found 
in Richmond, show that Lee's losses during 
his battles with Grant, from the Rapidanto 
the Appomattox, last summer, were tre- 
mendous. Over one hundred and twenty- 
live thousand men, on both sides, weie kill- 
ed and wounded in these battles, of which 
the rebels lost between fifty and sixty thou- 
sand. Lee's army never recovered from 
the pounding Grant gave them in that ter- 
rible

LAWS OF THE UNITED STATES 

Passed at the Second Session of the Thirty- 
Eighth Congress. 

[Public— No. ST7.] 
Ax Act to amend an act entitled "An act to 
incorporate the Metropolitan Railroad 
Company iu the District of Columbia.'' 
lie it enacted by t \c Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
A merica in Congress assembled. That an act 
entitled "Au act to incorporate the Metro- 
politan Railroad Company in the District 
of Columbia,*' approved July first, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-four, be, and the same 
hereby is, amended as hereinafter set forth, 
namely, that the first section be, and here- 
by is, amended by striking out all after the 
words "along H street north to Seventeenth 
stn et west, intersecting the double-track 
road," and inserting: also a double or sin- 
gle track railway, commencing at the in- 
tersection of D street north and Four-and- 
a-half street west, along Four-and-a-half 
street west to the gate of the arsenal; also a 
double or single track branch railway, com- 
mencing at the intersection of Ninth street 
west and the Washington canal, along 
Ninth street west to M street north, along 
M street north to Twelfth street west, and 
along Twelfth street west to the Washing- 
ton canal and Maryland avenue to the Po- 
tomac river; also a double or single track 
branch railway, commencing at the inter 
section of Massachusetts avenue and II 
street north, along Massachusetts avenue 
to K street north, along K street north to 
the circle, with the privilege of extending 
the said branch road at any time along K 
street north to Rock creek, across the 
bridge over Rode creek to Water street, 
Georgetown, along Water ttreet in George- 
town to Green street, aloug Green street to 
Gay street, and along Gay street and First 
street to Fayette street, Georgetown, with 
the privilege of extending at any time the 
road now iu operation from Seventeenth 
street west to the Capitol, from the present 
terminus of said road on A street north, 
along A street north to First street east, 
along First street east to east Capitol street, 
along east Capitol street to Ninth street 
east, along Ninth street east "to L street 
south, with theerifrht to run public carriages 
thereon, drawn by horse power, receiving 
therefor a rate of fare not exceeding eight 
■ .•Lis per passenger, for any distance be-

The negroes of the South can't go into the 
North. This is a settled fact. And they 
can't atay iu the South except as slaves. 
This also is a settled fact. It is even more 
unchangeably settled than the aforemen- 
tioned fact. But the negroes of the Houth 
can t be removed from the country. Their 
removal is a physical, linaucial, and econ- 
omical impossibility. 

What, then, is the necessary result? Why 
simply that the Southern negroes as a body 
must stay where thev are in the condition 
iu which they are. Nothing else is possi- 
ble. Proclamations from whatever source 
can no more change this result than they 
can change the track of the planets. 

So much for the leasibility of the aboli- 
tion scheme, leaving out of view all the 
other insuperable objections to the mea- 
sure It is a measure not only which 
should not be executed if it ooold be but 
that oould not be executed if it should be. 
It is as impracticable as it is lawless aud ln- 
'human. . 

Therefore, let the true and enlightened 
friends of the ttountry »est composed.

They were born to govern, and 
they only knew how to do ii. We remind- 
ed than, with wearisome r ei ter a tion, that 

the pn hi ic opinion of the world was against 
slavery, and ihat the North had an over- 
whelming majority, who, in ease of war, 
would be certain to be arrayed against it, 
and would destroy it. These facts, patent 
to all the world, made not the least impres- 
sion upon them. Thev would try their 
puissant arms against the rest of mankind, 
and were chivairoiisiy certain that they 
should w in.

All Tit ti'ukx mim hereafter reStamp- 
kd — Treasury Department, Office of Inter- 
nal Revenue, Washington, Mav 8, 1865.— 
Sir: In reply to yours of the 17th alt., in 
relation to stamping photographs, I have to 
say, that in October last the Commissioner 
authorized Frederick A Co., of New York, 
to omit the stamps from such pictures as 
would be materially injured, and sale pre- 
vented by reason of the affixing of stamps; 
provided they would make a monthly re- 
turn to the Assessor, affixing thereto such 
number of stamps as would have l>een re- 
quired, had the pictures been properly 
stamped. 

This permission was granted, in the ex- 
pectation that Congress would, in accord- 
ance with the recommendation of the Com- 
missioner, take action in the matter; no 
such action having been taken by that body, 
the aforesaid permission has been revoked, 
and photographers will in future be expect- 
ed to stamp their pictures in accordance 
witb the law.

Early Like oe Stanley Yor.vi alias 
Bill Marion— An Instrivtive Lesson 
kor the Voi no. — The writer was well ac- 
quainted w ith Stanley Young during his 
youth, and had full opportunity to know- 
whereof he affirms. He writes this to wai n 
the young, who may see it, of the dauger f 
harboring the thought of crime. Most per- 
sons. |j that age, when tempted, think that 
they iiia3-, just once, step aside from the 
path of duty, and after having gratified 
their passion, return to it again. Let 
Young's well-merited fate warn such of the 
d' lu-ive nature of such ideas. 

This hardened criminal, strange as it may 
seem, was an amiable young man. His 
fither. at the time 1 speak of, resided In 
Harrison e aiuty, Indiana, and wasengag< d 
principally in naWHSJi notes. He was also 
said to be extremely overbearing in his con- 
duct, but of this I cannot speak certainly, 
as my acquantance with him was limited; 
but he was, for some reason, a very unpop- 
ular man, so much so that some think thai 
this unpopularity prevented the conviction 
of his murderer. 

Stanley at that time was a member of one 
of th- most iespectab»e religious societies. 
His conduct was so correct as to be thesub- 
j.-'-t of remark. He was strictiy moral, 
never drank and gambled, tind during an 
acquaintance of two years as pupils at the 
s:iin<- s- miliary I do not remember to have 
heard him utter an oath or have a quarrel. 
As a student his progress was commenda- 
ble. When he had about reached the agw 
of twenty-oue years his father wits killed 
by William Marsh. A few hours after that 
event occurred he called to see me. He 
appeared calm, ami though he seemed 
somewhat sad, 1 c-aild delect no trace ot 
the terrible vengeance, which, six years 
alter, he wreaked upon the homicide. 

My acquaintance with him ceased about 
this time, and I never saw him after, but 
others tdl me that after the acquital ot 
Marsh for though the best talent of Ken- 
tucky was summoned to I ndiaua to assist 
in the prosecution, he was acquitted ) he be- 
oaOM morose and dissipated, neglected hla 
studies as a law student, squandered his 
large property, and indulged in vh*?, till 
Ml ;jui!t culminated in the murder of 
Marsh. That unhappy man, he shot with- 
out a moment's warning, while silting in 
front of a hotel at Brandenburg, Ky. His 
plans of escape were successfully laid and 
he wu, never taken. This occurred three 
\e;,rs before the war Hiscareerand death 
! as a guerrilla under the name of Marion 
has been the sequel of one false step.

Frankfort, May 17. 
There being a quorum present in both 
I Houses of the Legislature this morning, 
the work of organization did not take up 
much time, and both took up business as 
though they intended doing something. It 
seemed on the opening of the lower House 
that there would be a very short and ujr. im- 
portant session, but when Allen, of Breck- 
inridge, called lor the roll by counties, and 
the different members presented bill after 
bill, the conviction forced itself on all that 
the session was going to be somewhat pro- 
tracted. 

The foremost resolution offered was one 
to have a joint committee appointed to draft 
a series of resolutions, to show the utter 
abhorrence again t the dark deed of the 
assassination of President Lincoln, and the 
deep sympathy for bis family. 

An attempt is being made from both 
houses to repeal the celebrated expatriation 
act, and froui all appearances there is going 
to be some heavy speaking and arguing 
from both sides. The old question of sla- 
very is still agitated, and bills in some way 
or another affecting thefslave are being ag- 
itated in bo h branches. It is a wonder 
and a shame that now the United States 
Congress has given the people the power of 
ridding themselves ot this eyesore of our 
country, that they should Lot rise in th?ir 
power and put in office only those pledged 
to support the work and carry the "Consti- 
tutioual Amendment." Only two more 
votes are needed, and why should *'01d 
Kentuck" hang tire and refuse? 

The constitutional amendment will be. 
in the opinion of many, the only issue in 
the coming August election, and a sort of 
te-i between Union and secession. The 
copperhead fraternity are doing all they can 
to foment and to start anew the tires of in- 
subordination and rebellion by using an 
argument of this style, viz: 

"■'That tktff are pledged to keep uj> tin 
.slater 1/ institution in this State, and that 
• em should the United States tSovernnn ut 
see fit to make, laws ayativst it, that they wilt 
see' that the rights of the States are not 
trmnjiled on and thrown to the wind." 

If this is not treason, then I do not know 
what the word means; and still there are 
men in different sections of the Slate mak- 
ing use of the above words every day and 
hour. They seem to think that the Chicago 
platform is right in spite of Grant, Sher- 
man and others' argument aud examples 
to the contrary. They only see the victo- 
ries wuh one eye, and a glass one at that. 

The people seem to have got hold of a 
story to the effect that it was not Jeff, but 
Jot Davis, his brother, who was captured in 
Georgia, and say that it was a ruse for his 
escape. I can not I race it to any reliable 
source, however. Aikin, of the Capitol 
Hotel, has sent lor his band, and I hope 
soon to have to chronicle to you an account 
of the hops for which Frankfort is celebra- 
ted. 

Trade is very dull here. The streets look 
dull, and the weather sultry. There is no 
amusement, except a very good moving 
panorama of "Miltou's Paradise Lost, " 
which is to be in Louisville next Septem- 
ber. It will repay a visit. 

The old talk of a lemoval of the State 
j Capital from here to l^ouisville is again 
agitated, and may assume some detinue 
form before the adjournment; and talking 
of adjournment, the members, on seeing 
some ninety-live to one hundred bills pn - 
sented on this, the first day, seem to ha\e 
made tip their minds to get settled, as they 
do not expect to go home lor some six or 
eight weeks. There is a great interest felt 
here in your paper coming out boldly for 
the amendment. The Senators and Repre- 
sentatives are continually asking for i'. 
There are no signs of Judge Bullitt yet, and 
it is believed he w ill not come, us he is re- 
ported to be fanning iu Canada. I Mai 
close to catch the mail.

Washington, May 17.— Gen. Hunter had 
read the letter writU-n by the Hon. Keverdy 
Johnson, on which he placed his objection 
to bis acting as counsel.

Johnsou takes the ground that the oath 
prescribed by the Constitutional Conven- 
tion was illegal and no moral injunction 
would be violated by disregarding it, be- 
cause an exaction of the oath was beyond 
the authority of the Convention, and as a 
law, therefore void. 

TESTIMONY Or WlI.l.lAMs. 

Wm. Williams testified as to the pursuit 
of the assassins; with Maj. O'Brien, he w ent 
to Rurrattville; they vent to Dr. Mudd's. I 
asked the Doctor if any strangers had been 
that way, and he said no. He denied that 
two men had been there — one with a broken 
leg. He aal , he had heard of the assassi- 
nation; first in church on Suuday. He ap- 
peared uueasy and unw illing to give us in- 
formation. I saw him again on Friday 
the 21st. We went :hen to arrest him. 1 
asked him agiin about the two men, and 
he then said he had steu them, but said 
they were not Booth and llarrold. We 
showed him Booth's picture aud he said at 
first he didn't recoitect features, but it look- 
ed like Booth across the eyes. We search- 
ed the house. Mrs. Mudd said one of the 
men left a boot up stairs, which was 
brought, and it had J. Wilkes Booth writ- 
tenon it. Mrs. M. said the Doctor had set 
the leg of its owner. Dr. Mudd said they 
had left between land four o'clock in the 
afternoon, and that they came aliout day- 
light. Dr. Mudd said they came on 
horseback. Mrs. Mudd said they left 
on foot. I bdieve Dr. Mudd said 
the injured man went off on crutches made 
by one of his men. On cross examination 
witness said Dr. M. said the two meu 
knocked ut the loor, aud he looked out at 
the window ai»d asked who they were. 
They Raid they were friends aud wanted t<> 
get in, and Dr. M. came down stairs, and 
with the assistance of the young man, he 
helped the injured man from his horse and 
took him to his parlor and placed him on 
the sofa. He described the strangers as one 
having whiskers. He told the direction 
they took, and wufouud their tracks. I was 
one of the jartv that went to Wiliner's 
house late Wednesday evening. 

The Court here took recess. 

TESTIMONY OF CONOER. 

Lieut. Col. Conger testified to finding Jell 
in the hotel in Bowling Green in bed. He 
put on his clothes. I asked him where are 
the two men who came with you across the 
river from Port Royal. Jett said can I see 
you alone? I said yea. Dieuts. Baker and 
Daborfy went out of the room. Jett said r l 
knew who ynu wanted. I can tell you 
where tbey aro now. They are on the road 
to Port Royal, about three miles fiom there 
at the house of M r. Garrett. I will show 
you where they are now, and you can get 
them. I told him 1 had just come from 
there, and he seemed for a moment consid- 
erably embarrassed, and said he thought 
we came from Richmond, but if we had 
passed byGarretfg he could not tell wheth- 
er the men were there. It told him it 
didn't make any difference, we could go 
back and see. Just before we got to the 
house, Jett, who was riding with me, said 
when we go through the gate let's stop 
and look arouud. Jett went with Lieut. 
Baker and myself to find the gate, while 1 
went back for cavalry^ We return* d ra- 
pidly, and a guard was stationed around 
the building. When I went to the house 
Lieut. Baker was telling some one to strike 
a light and come out. The first individual 
I saw was said to have been Garrett. I 
said to him, where are the men who 
stopped at your house on yesterday ? 
have gone to the woods. The whereabouts 
in the woods he commenced to tell them 
without consent. I said I don't want any 
long stories from jou; I want to know 
where the men have, gone. He commenced 
telling me over something. I told a 
man to bring me a lariat, and I 
threatened to hung him to a tree unless 
he told what hv knew. One of his sous 
came in and said if I wouldn't hurt the old 
man ho would tell me what I wanted to 
know. He said the men were in the barn; 
and I went there and heard some one walk- 
ing about on the hay. I stationed my meu 
around and told young Garret to go and 
bring out their arms. Be made aoMM ob- 
jection, but Lieut, said h- must go. He 
went in and came out, sn \ ing t! at one man 
accused him of betraying them, and threat- 
ened to shoot him. 

Baker had previously aalltd out to the 
men in the barn that one of the Garrett's 
was coming in to get their arms and they 
must deliver them up. After Garrett came 
out Baker told the men if they did not sur- 
render in ."» minutes he would tire the barn. 
Booth then tusked who w^ were and was 
told wo L .icw who they were, and that 
they mu»t come out. Booth theu said 
"give us a little time to consider, 10 or 15 
minutes." Tbey asked who we were, but I 
had told Baker not to let. them know. If 
they should take us for reliels we would 
take advantage of it, but would not lie to 
them. Baka* told him it made no diffe- 
rence, ho must come out. 

AI TIJiNOoN SKSsli iX — TESTIMONY OF OAR- 
RICK. 

SimonGarriek testified to interviews with 
Mudd on tho 18th aud 21st. Ho was one ol 
the party who wont in search of Booth, and 
afterward to arrest Mudd. The testimony 
was similar lo t at already given by Lieut. 
Lovel, who was in charge of the party. 

TESTIMONY OF MRS. AFFATT. 

Mrs. E. Affatt, sister-in-law of John 
Lloyd, U stifled— Was at Lloyd's on tho 
litis, and in tho carriage with him^ saw 
Mrs. Surratt somewhere near Uuiontown; 
Lloyd and Mrs. Surratt talked together; 
Llovd went to her carriage, where the con- 
versation took place, and not iu ours; was 
at Llovd's house on the 14 h; saw him and 
Mrs. S. talking, but did not hear them. 

Nothing new was elicited in the cross- 
examination, except that Lloyd made no 
statement in refen noe to his business with 
M r-». S. 

North Carollua Delegation— Letter from 
•* fit. Davis fouud on llocth's Itody— 
(Jen. Sherman. 

New York, May 17.— The Commercial's 
Washington special says a delegation of 
twenty citizens from all parts of North 
Carolina, invited by the President to confer 
with bim on the re"onatruction of a loyal 
State Government, have arrived. They re- 
port great destitution in the State; no horses, 
no mules nor eeod for planting the crops. 

The Government has been advised that 
the authorities of Nassau extended coaling 
facilities to the Stonewall which are refused 
United States ships.

A letter from Jeff. Davis, found on 
Booth's body, amply justifies the charge of 
conspiracy to murder made against him. 

The Post's special says Jeff. Davis will 
probably not be tried with the assassins at 
the penitentiary. It is not yet determined 
whether he will be arraigned for murder 
or treason; if the former he will have a sep- 
arate trial. 

From Havana— The Stonewall. 

New York, May 17.— The steamer Night- 
ingale brings Havana dates of the 11th and 
Key West of the 13th. 

The rebel ram Stonewall arrived at Ha- 
vana on the 11th. It was said that the gov- 
ernment wouldn't allow her any facilities 
for doing damage to our shipping; that she 
would ho obliged to leave within 24 hours, 
and would'nt bo allowed to discharge or 
take on board any men or ammunition, and 
only sufficient coal to take her to sea, and 
that if the Captain-General had orders to 
that effect e would willingly seize her. 
There was no report of her having destroy- 
ed any vessels on the way to Havana. 

It was reported the blockade runner Im- 
ogene arrived at Matanzas on the l ■ >t h 
with 1000 i .ales of cotton from Galveston, 
and landed twelve passengers en route for 
Europe. 

The Imogene sails on the 11th ostensibly 
for Nassau. Her passengers reached Ha- 
vana on the 1 1th. It was said that the 
Consul applied officially for permission to 
send by a tug boat notification of the pres- 
ence of the Stonewall to Key West, but 
Gen. De Marina refused the request. The 
American steamer Columbia was sent. As 
she passed the Florida coast signal fires 
were seen along for twenty miles. 

On the 7th a steamer appeared off the 
Maro. She was signalled, and suddenly, 
under all her steam, started northward, 
displaying the English eusigu at the ] 
and the rebel flag at the foretop. It 
thought she was the Imogene. 

Murder ot the Presideut Meditated Two 
Years Ago. 
New York, May 17.— The testimony 
taken of tho assassination case last Friday, 
and now made public, shows that the con- 
spiracy dates back to the summer of 18t>3, 
and that Booth was then engaged in it. 
The conspiracy contemplated the capture 
of President Lincoln, his murder, the burn- 
ing of Northern cities, creating dissatisfac- 
tion among the Northern people at the war, 
and the b ulging about of a revolution in 
favor of the Confederacy. Booth was the 
leading agent in the matter, visiting va- 
rious parts of the country, and holding se- 
cret consultations in Canada with G. N. 
Sanders (who has since said he did not 
know Booth), Clay, Halcomb, Thompson, 
and others. Booth was furnished money 
from Richmoud, and was the agent to hire 
others. An actor named Chester refused to 
have anything to do with the affair, though 
Booth promised h*m 82,.tOO. He was only 
to see that the back door of Grover's thea- 
ter, where it was first contemplated to per- 
petrate the assassination, was kept open for 
the exit. Booth at first coaxed him, then 
threatened him with death if he divulged 
the plot. 
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A Reward Suggested for Gov. Vaure. 

New York, May 17.— Gen. Schofield has 
extent l.-i l tbe use of the railroads in this 
State to refugee soldiers and citizens of 
North Carolina who desire to return to their 
homes, which privilege they gladly ac- 
cepted. 

A Raleigh paper says a reward of $2.>,000 
for '/.. B. Vance, the rebel Governor of N. 
C, would go far towards linishiug the war 
in this State. 

There are others who ought to be arrested 
and tried for treason, and we could name 
them in this article if we thought it neces- 
sary. We may do so hereafter. 

Union meettings are being held all over 
the State. A great mass meeting will l>© 
held at Raleigh to-day.

Ni w- YOU, May 17.— The steamer Co- 
lumbia, from Havana, 13th inst., has ar- 
rived. The pirate Stonewall, it appears 
left Tenneriffe 1st of April, and arrived at 
Bermuda on the U» : *h, thence sho proceed- 
ed to Nassau, but was unable to goover the 
bar, owing to her drawing over lo' feet 
water, and th n occupied three days in her 
passage to Havana. She was not saluted 
at Havana, but a Spanish General, Marina, 
under pretence of snowing the pirate to bis 
daughters, paid her a visit. One of the 
Captain General's Aides, and several Gov- 
ernment officers also visited her. Some 
difficulties were attempted to be placed iu 
the way of clearing tho steamer Columbia 
for Key Weat, by our Consul, but Messrs. J. 
M. Morale «fc Co. over come them, and she 
was allowed to depirt to warn Admiral 
btribbling at Key West. 

Persistent In Asserting Mi Rights. 

Philadelphia, May 17, 2 P. M. — Last 
evening a colored man got into a Pine 
street passenger car and refused all en- 
treaties to leave the car, where his presence 
appeared not to be desired. The conductor 
of the car.fearful of being lined for ejecting 
him, as was done by tbe judge of one of our 
courts in a similar case, ran the car oft' tho 
track, detached the horses and left. The 
colored man still firmly maintains his posi- 
tion in the car, having spent the whole of 
the night there. 

The conductor looks upon the part he en- 
acted in the affair as a splendid piece of 
strategy. The matter creates quite a sensa- 
tion in the neighborhood where the car is 
standing.
